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Nursing  College  Offers 
New  Two  Year  Program 


A new  two-year  nureing  educa- 
tion program  at  BYU,  designed 
to  prepare  students  to  become 
registered  nurses  in  six  semes- 
ters, was  announced  by  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 


Dr.  Beulah  Ream  Allen,  dean 
the  BYU  College  of  Nursing, 
said  the  course  requires  the  stu- 
dent to  spend  two  semesters  in 
general  education  classes  and 
four  semesters  as  a student  at 
LDS  Hospital  in  Salt  Lake  City. 


THK  PROGRAM  will  give  the 
advantage  of  more  training  than 
tile  average  two-year  nursing 
course,  by  giving  emphasis  to  the 
practical  skills  of  the  profession, 
she  explained. 


BYU’s  four-year  program, 
which  leads  to  a Bachelor  of  Sci- 
ence degree,  is  designed  for  stu- 
dents who  wish  to  become  teach- 
ers, supervisors  or  administra- 
tors. It  includes  more  general  ed- 
ucation classes,  experience  in 
several  hospitals  and  public 
health  nursing. 


The  two-year  program  will  lead 
to  the  associate  degree  in  nursing 
and  prepare  the  student  for  the 
state  registered  nurse  examin- 
ation. 


ABOUT  50  students  will  be  ac- 
cepted for  enrollment  in  the  first 
class  next  fall.  They  must  be 
graduates  or  accredited  high 
schools,  and  any  general  educa- 
tion credits  from  other  univer- 
sities and  colleges  will  be.  con- 
sidered for  application. 


After  completing  two  semes- 
ters in  general  education  at  BYC 


the  students  will  receive  clinical 
training  at  Salt  Lake.  They  will 
concentrate  on  pediatrics,  medical 
and  surgic^  nursing,  maternal 
and  child  health,  obstetrics,  basis 
nursing  and  mental  health. 


Director  of  the  program  is  Mrs. 
Lottie  Felkner,  a member  of  the 
BYU  College  of  Nursing  staff. 
Mrs.  Llnnea  Morrison  will  serve 
as  consultant. 


MRS.  FELKNER  stated  pros- 
pective students  should  realize 
they  will  have  no  summer  vaca- 
tion during  the  two  years  of 
training,  except  a week  at  both 
the  beginning  and  the  end  of  the 
summer  semester.  Also,  study 
weeks  will  be  from  45-50  hours 
at  the  hospital. 


Statements  by  Utah  hospital 
officials  show  a lack  of  nurses 
and  need  for  more  education  pro- 
grams. The  West  ranks  lowest 
of  all  areas  in  the  nation  in  the 
ratio  of  nurses  to  population,  and 
Utah  is  the  lowest  state  in  rec- 
ommended number  of  nurses  per 
100,000  population.
